for giving constant supervision to the condition of our 


pavements. 
There are many dangerous places in \ \ ashington s 


up-town sidewalks— places where stones h.TVe separated 


where the rock lias been chipped away, where the con­ 


crete has been broken. 
A number of flagstones in pavements in Hie most fre­ 


quented part of our city have been worn so smooth that 


after a rain they are as slick as ice— perhaps even more 


treacherous because not as carefully watched. 


Manholes, unless properly protected, are most dan­ 


gerous.

W here the accident of Sunday evening occurred the 


flagstones were apparently solid, but the wall underneath 


had crumbled and was seemingly s o weakened by the 
falling out of a few bricks that the slight jar of the pedes­ 
trians caused it to give way. 
It is most important on the part of both property 
owners and the city management that careful attention 
be given to the up-town sidewalks and that they be kept 
in such perfect condition that all possibility of accident! 
is removed. 
T he fact that a number of these 
pavements 
have 
deep basements below them and are naturally weakened 
by the constant jar of passersby make such attention all 
the more vital.
